On the basis of reoorts that I have reecived froa vi. Mass, net manasore and omer- 
gency courdinators, to-cther wita ny personal observations,]I would like to pass 
alongs my suanation on this section's esergency comaunications capabilities and 
per foraance. 


Tho $i? weesx-en2 activities provided a rosy picture of good coordination of 
ITS/ANTS overations, a high level of participation on both HF and VHF repeater 
net sessions, pnoderate to low voluse of traffic handling of the various nets, but 
with inorowed quality of formal message handling. Approximately 200 individual 
stations particirated, not all of them from 4%. Mass. section, and I have yet to 
confirm that the ratio of AR=S/non-ARES stations will leave ARES heavily in the 
minority. Two-zeter stations using non-commercial power were vrevalent ona 3/1 
ratio and the nusabder of emergency-powered stations on the 75 meter nets more than 
doubled over orevious exercises. Finalizing the S5f exercise of 1978, it was a 
fine verforzanes by sany cooperative stations operating for the benefit of the 
the amateur fraternity and carried on in the comfortable confines of our indi- 
vidual hones. i Se ee 


Noving along to the real situation experienced on Feb. 6 & 7, the blizzard 
which paralized a larse portion of New England, we in wW. Mass. section sure 
lucked-out on that one.There were no serious euersency situations involving the 


population west af Vorcester. I was well aware that WRIABX was very active during ‘~- 


the stora perioz, but I was not aware that JRIASD was also activated to handle 

Red Cross trallic for the Srinsfield Chapter. Having worked nyself into a locked- 
in gituation on 52 sinplex I could not QSY to AED or ASY to investigate activities 
on those ropeaters. iiisconceptions on ARSS operations proceedures say be the vreak- 


ness in our Secticn-vide coznsunications sistem. As stated in the A2RL Public- 
Service Coratusicationg Manual "when an eaergency situation arisss, the usual vro- 
ceefur? is for an sfficial of a served agency (e.5., the Red Cross, Civil Defense, 
etc.) to notify a presentative of the asateur service (e.5., tha eucersency co- 


¢

ordinator, with he should have nad vrevious contact) of specific requirements 
for enersency ¢cc.ccunications,. The EC then alerts the ARSS crow via whatever pre- 
arranceaants tier mate." Tne MIARA euersency coordinator (also the Yaupden 
County BC) and rshin followed vroceedures proverly and filled Civil De-.- 
fense roauiresents as requested. The P.4.2.A. via WRlsArD filled Spflé. Red Cross 
requiregents, but arr have expidited their traffic handling needs through the 
more extensive us? of ATZS overations, If any public or sovernzental agency in 
Berkshire, Frankiin or “forcestor Counties requested co..unications assistance via 
ARES I was not ee arvare of it. 


Conclutiig this (hopefully enlightening) dissertation on the ARES, its develo> 
ment and function, the five basic steps to the ultisate purpose are: 


1) Reeruit, train and maintain a corps of azateur radio ovorators knowlelgeable 
in estadlisned network functions, (Tris function is pretty well established in 
most of ‘J. ‘lass, section as confirmed during the SET.) 


2) Acquaint public and sovernnental agencies (0.8. Civil Defense, Red Cross, 
local P.D. and F.D., medical facilities) with the existance of our organization 
which has been ceveloped for the purpose of serving them when needed, 


3) Atteapt to hold test exereises with sone of these served agencies, This can 
provide A2?SS neabers with inoteresting action and the basis for evaluation of 
systema performance. 


4} When enercency situations becoze evident or are forecast, activate local nots 
(repeaters), notify servad agency officials of your status and, if section level 
or ITS operations appear necessary, notify the SEC, SCM, RM, and/or PAM, one or 
all of these ARES/NIS officials, 

Even if an emergency operation is confined to a locallized area it is recoxrnend- 
ed that the.S5C be informed of the situation as soon a3 possible to allow hin 
preparation tine should expansion. of conmunications opsrations becoae necessary, 


Keep in ming that, unlike our SST exercises which has not involved our customers 
(served ageneies), man7y ARES members would probably be called on to leave the 
comfort and safety of our homes to provide mobile and/or portable coanunications 
during actual disaster situations, This surely will seperate the men fron the 
boys. We have yet to prove how many ARES members are in the former category, 
(nyself incluced). :
